WITHDRAWAL OF FORD’S BID 18 
UNFORTUNATE.’NOT IRREPARABLE 
. - The news that Henry Ford 
had decided 
to 
withdraw his offer for Muscle Shoals very nat­ 
urally has been a blow to the hopes of many 
North Alabama people who have been counting 
upon Ford getting the great project and develop­ 
ing it. -There should not, however, 
have been 
very great surprise over the announcement, for 
congress has permitted the settlement 
of 
the 
Muscle Shoals question to drag on, after the sec­ 
retary of war had permitted it to remain without 
action in his office, for so long that the patience 
of Mr. Ford must have been tried severely. Time 
and again the Muscle Shoals matter has been 
ready for action but always was delayed because 
some new bid w*as submitted. 
Often 
the bids 
were not worthy of serious consideration, 
and 
were rpade evidently with the view to postponing 
action on the disposal of the project. 
** 
If Mr. Ford now is definitely out of the bidding 
for Muscle Shoals, friends of the project in con­ 
gress should see to it that action is taken with­ 
out further delay on the disposal of the property. 
If another flood of bids is to be permitted to de­ 
lay action, the patience of the people also would 
be exhausted. 
Muscle Shoals must be developed and its vast 
power utilized. If Mr. Ford is not to get it, some 
other responsible person, firm 
or 
corporation 
should get it. Too many millions have been spent 
on the big project for its operation to be longer 
delayed. 
Some definite action should be taken 
early in the approaching session of Congress, to 
the end that Muscle Shoals shall be re moved as 
a bone of contention and made an asset for the 
country. Within a year Wilson Dam will be com­ 
pleted and the quick utilization of the power gen­ 
erated by it will be both possible and necessary. 
There is keen regret that Mr. Ford has decided 
to withdraw his offer. He had ambitious plans 
for making Muscle Shoals the world’s greatest 
industrial center. Under his plans all of Alabama 
would have benefitted and the farmers of the 
whole country would have been helped through 
the providing of cheap fertilizer. But it may be 
that in the hands of some other person or con­ 
cern, Muscle Shoals will prove quite as valuable 
to the people and the nation. In the great proj­ 
ect is potential possibilities not held by any other 
project in the land. Qnce put to work, as Ford 
would have put it, and as others should be able 
to, Muscle Shoals will be the realization of dreams 
of thousands. 
The great industrial center, the 
profusion of cheap fertilizer, the abundance of 
cheap power and the many other fnaterial bene­ 
fits that would have come through Ford’s opera­ 
tion of the plants, would come just as well per- 
hapa through operation by others, provided they 
have the vision, the courage and desire to make 
Muscle Shoals the great blessing it is intended 
to be.
